Claims 1, 5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Smith (US 
2,234,742). 

Smith discloses a compressor having a pipe 32 connected at its ends to the compressor 
and which is parallel to the base 28. The pipe is supported by unidentified support members, 
which support members are fastened to base 28. See figure 1 reproduced below.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 
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Claims 1, 5 and 8 are also rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Browne (US 2,136,097). Browne discloses a compressor and pipe 118 connected at its ends to 
the compressor. Unidentified support members support an intermediate portion of pipe 118 
relative to the compressor. The support members are connected to base 20. See figure 2 
reproduced below.

Claims 3 and 4 are allowed. 

Claims 6 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
